3.       Approval  of  Minutes 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Normandy,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Caen,  the 
Minutes  of  the  Regular  Meeting  of  August  26.  1 997  were  approved  as  amended;  (4-0) 
by  unanimous  vote.

There  was  no  new  business  introduced  by  Commissioners. 


7.       Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a.       Bay  Area  Ridge  Trail  Update 

Anson  B.  Moran,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reported  that  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  had  decided  not  to  issue  a  Negative  Declaration 
for  the  limited  trail  access  program  due  to  concerns  raised  by  the  Department 
of  Fish  and  Wildlife  regarding  the  effects  of  the  proposed  access  program  on 
the  fish  and  wildlife  in  that  area.  Mr.  Moran  indicated  that  staff  would  be 
scheduling  a  meeting  with  all  interested  parties  to  discuss  an  alternative  option 
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8.       Public  Comments 


Mike  Siegenthaler,  Yosemite  Gateway  Hostel  Society,  stated  that  Hetch  Hetchy  will 
hold  an  auction  of  various  equipment  in  Moccasin  on  September  13,  1997.  He 
expressed  concern  that  the  equipment  may  be  of  historical  importance  to  Moccasin 
and  should  be  preserved.  President  Makras  directed  staff  to  look  into  this  matter  and 
report  to  the  Commission. 

Emeric  Kalman  requested  an  explanation  regarding  the  PUC's  possible  violation  of 
Amendment  5.01  of  the  Raker  Act  in  allowing  the  transfer  of  Hetch  Hetchy  surplus 
funds  to  the  general  fund.   He  also  requested  an  explanation  regarding  the  issuance 
of  $500  million  worth  of  bonds  without  voters  approval.  Commissioner  Makras 
directed  staff  to  respond  to  Mr.  Kalman's  concerns  in  writing  and  provide  a  summary 
of  the  bonds  issued,  how  many  were  approved  by  the  public  and  by  the  Commission. 


REGULAR  BUSINESS 


9.  Directing  the  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  initiate  a  re- 
landscaping  of  the  Moccasin  Administration  Building  Grounds  in  compliance  with 
appropriate  regulatory  guidelines. 

President  Makras  suggested  that  the  Commission  hear  staffs  presentation  today  and 
not  take  action  until  after  hearing  all  the  presentations  regarding  landscape  plans  for 
PUC  properties  at  which  time  the  Commission  may  act  on  the  landscaping  issues  as  a 
combined  policy. 

Lawrence  T.  Klein,  General  Manager  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power,  reported  that 
staff  worked  with  community  members  within  Tuolumne  County  to  develop  a 
landscaping  plan  that  would  meet  the  direction  of  the  Commission.  The  plan  was 
reviewed  by  the  Tuolumne  County  Planning  Department  and  the  Tuolumne  Historic 
Preservation  Committee.  He  stated  that  staff  in  Moccasin  was  not  supportive  of  the 
plan  and  instead  would  like  to  preserve  the  existing  landscape.  They  believe  that  the 
plan  would  increase  maintenance  cost  and  water  consumption. 

John  Thomas,  Landscape  Architect  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  discussed 
the  landscape  proposal  for  the  area  around  the  Moccasin  Administration  Building.  He 
stated  that  Moccasin  staff  expressed  concerns  regarding  a  foreseen  increase  in 
wildlife,  mice,  rodents  and  snakes.  Mr.  Thomas  stated  that  the  project  was  estimated 
to  cost  $165,000  and  save  500,000  gallons. 

Mike  Siegenthaler,  an  employee  in  Moccasin,  commented  by  videophone  that  re- 
landscaping  the  area  around  Moccasin  would  mean  increased  maintenance  costs  and 
higher  water  consumption.  He  commented  that  the  existing  vegetation  already 
reflected  the  values  of  the  Commission  and  it  is  aesthetically  pleasing.  He  said  it 
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could  be  improved  to  consolidate  water  conserving  measures  without  the  estimated 
$165,000  major  capital  expenditure  proposed  to  relandscape  the  area. 

Robert  Wood.  Hetch  Hetchy  Engineering  Department  in  Moccasin  commented  by 
videophone  that  native  plants  would  be  more  labor  intensive  to  maintain  and  would 
need  more  water  than  plants  already  established  in  the  area.  He  stated  that  changinc 
the  existing  landscape  would  be  more  costly. 

Mark  Thornton.  Supervisor.  Tuolumne  County  District  IV.  commented  that  there  was 
no  real  fiscal  savings  from  relandscaping.  He  requested  that  the  Commission  hold  its 
relandscaping  plans  until  the  historical  survey  is  completed. 

Bev  Shane,  Planning  Director  and  Environmental  Coordinator  for  Tuolumne  County, 
requested  that  the  Commission  delay  action  on  relandscaping  until  after  the  historical 
study  of  Moccasin  is  completed. 

Commissioner  Normandy  noted  that  the  landscaping  policy  should  incorporate  all 
issues  concerning  water  conservation,  operations  savings,  costs,  the  current  and 
historic  image  of  Moccasin,  civic  participation  and  employee  morale.  He  suggested 
creating  a  landscaping  policy  specific  to  each  property  rather  than  creating  a  blanket 
approach.  He  stated  that  a  blanket  policy  of  landscaping  may  be  beneficial  to  one 
property  but  may  be  harmful  to  another. 

Moved  by  Commissioner  Normandy,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Cook,  to  continue 
Item  9  to  the  call  of  the  Chair;  passed  (4-0)  unanimously. 


Approving  the  scope  of  work  and  work  plan  for  Phase  2:  Prepare  Water  Supply  Master 
Plan;  and  authorizing  the  Manager  of  System  Planning  and  Regulatory  Compliance,  to 
negotiate  an  amendment  of  the  existing  agreement  with 
Montgomery/Watson/Ellington/Balloffet  Joint  Venture. 

Mary  Williams,  Project  Manager.  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  gave  a  presentation 
using  electronic  slides.  She  discussed  the  scope  of  work  and  the  schedule  for 
completion  of  Phase  2  of  the  Water  Supply  Master  Plan  Project.  Ms.  Williams  noted 
that  the  overall  cost  of  Phase  2  was  estimated  to  be  in  the  range  of  $1.5  million  to 
$1.75  million  and  it  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  24  months. 

Ms.  Williams  presented  two  options  for  contracting  the  work  for  Phase  2.  Option  A 
would  select  a  new  consultant  and  Option  B  would  amend  the  existing  contract  with 
Montgomery  Watson/Ellington/Balloffet  Joint  Venture.  Ms.  Williams  discussed  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  each  option.  She  noted  that  the  Selection 
Committee  for  this  project  expressed  their  desire  to  complete  the  project  expeditiously. 
She  noted  that  staff  was  pleased  with  the  performance  of  the  existing  contractor  for 
Phase  1 . 
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Commissioner  Normandy  moved  to  adopt  Option  B  to  amend  the  existing  agreement 
with  Montgomery  Watson/Ellington/Ballofet  Joint  Venture. 

President  Makras  indicated  that  the  proposed  price  was  too  costly  for  the  work 
outlined.  He  suggested  lowering  the  price  range  to  start  from  $1  million. 

Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  the  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  stressed  the 
importance  of  developing  alternative  ways  of  meeting  future  supply  reliability  targets 
for  the  PUC  and  its  suburban  customers.  He  stated  that  the  tasks  for  the  project  were 
appropriately  defined  and  the  price  could  be  negotiated. 

Commissioner  Normandy  amended  his  motion  to  amend  the  price  to  a  range  of  $1  0 
million  -  $1 .75  million  and  directed  staff  to  return  to  the  Commission  for  award  of  the 
contract.  President  Makras  directed  staff  to  provide  to  the  Commission  the  actual 
manpower  assigned  to  the  project  and  how  this  project's  workload  affects  the  other 
projects  of  the  contractor. 

Moved  by  Commissioner  Normandy,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Caen,  to  adopt 
Option  B  as  amended;  passed  (4-0)  unanimously.

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PROFESSIONAL  SERVICE  CONTRACTS 


Authorizing  the  Manager  of  the  System  Planning  and  Regulatory  Compliance  Bureau 
to  negotiate  and  execute  a  Professional  Services  Agreement  to  perform  engineering 
services  for  the  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant  Improvement  Project  with  the 
Montgomery  Watson/AGS,  Inc./Structus  Joint  Venture  for  a  contract  amount  not  to 
exceed  $5,640,000;  authorizing  the  transfer  of  funds  in  the  amount  of  $1,653,130  from 
Sunol  Fast  Track  Project  to  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Improvement  Project;  and 
directing  staff  to  utilize  the  cost  estimate  information  received  from  other  proposers  to 
negotiate  the  most  appropriate  Scope  of  Work  and  contract  cost. 

Steven  Ritchie.  Manager.  System  Planning  and  Regulatory  Compliance,  summarized 
the  issues  raised  by  the  Commission  at  the  previous  meeting.  Those  issues  relate  to 
the  proposed  location  of  the  reservoir  sitting  on  a  fault  line,  weak  scheduling  of  the  top 
bidder  with  respect  to  PUC  priorities,  and  that  two  of  the  proposers  did  not  provide 
hourly  rates  on  their  proposals. 

President  Makras  commented  that  we  should  not  build  the  reservoir  on  the  proposed 
site  due  to  its  potential  flaws.  He  stated  that  if  an  alternative  site  would  cost  more  he 
would  like  to  consider  quantifying  the  cost  versus  the  benefit  of  that  alternative.  He 
asked  about  the  potential  savings  if  the  reservoir  were  to  be  located  away  from  the 
fault  line  versus  the  proposed  site.  He  indicated  that  the  proposed  site  may  incur 
more  costs  due  to  additional  construction  that  may  be  required  because  of  the  site's 
proximity  to  the  fault.  Patricia  Mallet,  Project  Manager,  responded  that  Phase  2A  of 
the  project  was  intended  to  ascertain  the  cost  to  engineer  and  construct  a  reservoir  in 
a  particular  location. 

Commissioner  Normandy  stated  that  AGS  Inc.  requested  an  opportunity  to  give  a 
presentation  to  the  Commission.  To  establish  a  level  playing  field,  he  suggested  that 
the  Commission  set  up  an  interview  of  all  of  the  four  bidders. 

Commissioner  Normandy  moved  to  go  ahead  with  Phase  1  based  on  the 
understanding  that  Phase  1  is  an  isolated  module  of  the  project  and  continue  with  the 
interview  process  so  that  the  Commission  would  be  better  informed  before  they  decide 
how  to  proceed  with  Phase  2.  He  stated  that  going  ahead  with  Phase  1  would 
demonstrate  PUC's  good  faith  effort  to  comply  with  the  Department  of  Health  Services 
compliance  order.  Commissioner  Cook  seconded. 

Commissioner  Caen  asked  if  the  Commission  were  to  reject  the  bids  whether  it  would 
require  going  through  the  whole  process  of  issuing  another  Request  for  Proposal.  Mr. 
Moran  responded  that  staff  should  reassess  the  terms  of  the  RFP  before  they  can 
reissue  the  RFP  and  that  takes  time. 
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Commissioner  Caen  indicated  that  she  was  inclined  to  go  forward  with  an  interview 
process  for  Phases  1  and  2.  Commissioner  Normandy  and  Commissioner  Cook 
withdrew  their  motion. 

Commissioner  Caen  moved  to  continue  this  matter  to  the  next  regular  meeting  and 
conduct  an  interview  of  the  four  bidders.  President  Makras  indicated  that  the 
Commission  would  then  have  the  full  authority  to  act  on  that  date  on  Phase  1  or  2  or 
both  and  may  reserve  the  right  to  reject  the  award.  Mr.  Berliner  advised  that  the 
contract  cannot  be  divided  since  it  went  out  on  the  RFP  as  one  job.  The  Commission 
could  decide  to  move  ahead  with  Phase  1  but  Phase  2  should  be  put  out  for  rebid. 

Commissioner  Normandy  recommended  continuance  of  the  item  to  another  meeting 
when  the  Commission  could  conduct  the  interview  of  the  four  bidders  without  the 
Commission  taking  any  action.  He  suggested  that  the  item  be  scheduled  at  the  next 
regular  Commission  meeting  for  action. 

President  Makras  moved  to  continue  the  matter  to  the  next  meeting  and  schedule 
another  day  to  interview  the  four  bidders.  He  stated  that  the  meeting  will  be 
conducted  in  a  way  that  each  bidder  would  be  allowed  to  give  a  10-minute 
presentation  and  a  30-minute  question  and  answer  portion.  The  order  of  presentation 
would  be  determined  by  pulling  names  out  of  a  hat.  After  the  question  and  answer 
portion,  each  bidder  would  be  allowed  to  give  a  5-minute  closing  statement  in  the 
reverse  fashion  so  that  the  last  presenter  would  give  the  closing  statement  first. 
Commissioner  Normandy  seconded  the  motion. 

President  Makras  and  Commissioner  Normandy  rescinded  their  motion  to 
accommodate  public  comments. 

Gary  Wong,  Contract  Compliance  Officer,  commented  that  HRC  would  be  interested 
to  know  the  evaluation  criteria  for  the  Commission's  decision  to  reject  the  award  and 
the  basis  of  the  selection  process.  The  Commission  was  unanimous  in  their  comment 
that  the  interview  was  for  informational  purposes  and  that  the  Commission  did  not 
have  full  information  at  this  time  to  take  a  position  on  whether  to  award  or  reject  the 
award. 

Art  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  the  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  suggested  a 
presentation  by  staff  to  resolve  scope  issues  as  the  scope  seemed  unsettled. 
Commissioner  Normandy  stated  that  there  were  no  problems  with  the  scope.  He 
noted  that  the  Commission  would  like  to  ask  the  bidders  about  their  capabilities 
concerning  the  information  already  provided  and  their  abilities  to  analyze  the  needs  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Moved  by  Commissioner  Caen,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Normandy,  to  continue 
Item  1 5  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  scheduled  on  September  23, 
1997;  passed  (4-0)  unanimously.

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Cit\'  Planning  Office  of  Environmental  Review  has  determined  that  the  Repair 
and  Replacement  (R&R)  is  categorically  exempt  from  environmental  review  under  the  State  Guidelines  implementing  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  and  no  hazardous  materials  were  encountered  during  construction,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  original  contract  amount  to  Ramirez  Corporation  was  $413,127.35  and  Contract  Modification 
No.  I  (Final)  to  adjust  for  actual  quantities  used  dunng  construction  is  in  the  credit  amount  of  $73,588.80,  thereby  bnnging

WHEREAS,  The  MBEAVBE  subcontracting  goals  and  actual  payments  have  been  reviewed  and  approved  by  the 
HRC  Contract  Compliance  Officer  assigned  to  monitor  the  R&R  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  Funds  for  said  Contract  are  available  from  the  R&R  Fund  (Fund  5C/CPF/RNR,  FAMIS  Project  No. 
CENRNRR781);  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  accepts  the  work  performed  under  Utilities  Engineenng  Bureau

3.       Approval  of  Minutes 

There  were  none  submitted. 


4.  Communications 

MTBE  Levels  Monitoring 

Commissioner  Caen  asked  about  how  long  staff  would  be  monitoring  MTBE  (methyl 
tert-butyl  ether)  levels.  (MTBE  stands  for  the  chemical  methyl  tert-butyl  ether). 
Andrew  De  Graca,  Manager,  Bureau  of  Water  Quality,  explained  that  the  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Act  was  recently  changed  from  requiring  regulation  of  25  new 
contaminants  every  three  years  to  making  a  regulatory  determination  for  at  least  five 
contaminants.  He  stated  that  staff  is  monitoring  MTBE  as  one  of  the  contaminants  that 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  is  looking  at  for  final  regulatory  determination. 

Commissioner  Makras  asked  what  the  operational  impact  would  be  if  PUC  were  to 
regulate  MTBE.  Mr.  De  Graca  responded  that  he  was  not  concerned  about  surface 
water  but  he  would  be  concerned  with  groundwater.  He  stated  that  if  the  City  starts 
looking  at  groundwater  services,  staff  has  to  do  a  lot  of  monitoring  for  possible  high 
levels  of  contamination  resulting  from  leaking  gas  stations  located  close  to  the 
proposed  wells.   He  said  this  information  is  unknown  at  this  time.  President  Makras 
stated  that  information  about  areas  surrounding  removed  gas  tanks  could  be  obtained 
free  and  staff  should  check  how  they  could  obtain  these  reports.  Mr.  De  Graca  stated 
that  he  would  check  on  it;  however,  monitoring  would  still  have  to  be  done  as  the 
State  government  requires  monitoring  whenever  a  new  water  resource  is  utilized.

Introduction  of  Old/Ongoing  Business  by  Commissioners 
Pending  Agenda  Items 

Commissioner  Normandy  requested  that  the  following  matters  be  scheduled  on  the 
agenda  as  soon  as  possible:  the  policy  on  restricting  access  to  Public  Utilities 
Commission  closed  session  tape  recordings;  the  lease  agreement  with  California 
Book  Store;  and  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  concerning  the 
use  of  the  Skyline  quarry  for  bomb  disposal  purposes. 

Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant  Improvement  Project 

President  Makras  directed  staff  to  send  a  letter  to  the  proposers  for  the  Sunol  Valley 
Water  Treatment  Plant  Improvement  Project  to  formally  invite  them  to  give 
presentations  before  the  PUC  on  September  30,  1997  regarding  their  proposal. 
President  Makras  suggested  outlining  the  interview  process  in  the  letter.  The  process 
will  be  that  each  bidder  would  be  given  1 0-minutes  for  a  presentation.  The  order  of 
presentations  would  be  picked  out  of  a  hat.  The  Commission  would  have  a  question- 
and-answer  period  and  each  bidder  would  have  five  minutes  for  a  closing  statement. 
The  bidders  will  give  the  final  5-minute  statement  in  reverse  order  where  the  first 
presenter  would  be  the  last  to  speak. 

Introduction  of  New  Business  by  Commissioners 

•  Commissioner  Normandy  reported  that  he  and  Commissioner  Cook  attended 
the  Pay  for  Performance  Evaluation  workshop.  Mr.  Moran  noted  that  the  Pay 
for  Performance  program  would  only  affect  management  staff  represented  by 
the  Municipal  Executives  Association.  The  Commission  would  be  responsible  for 
reviewing  the  performance  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities.  The 
General  Manager  would  in  turn  be  responsible  for  evaluating  his  direct  reports. 

•  Commissioner  Cook  reported  that  he  attended  a  workshop  for  Commissioners 
regarding  Parliamentarian  Procedures. 

•  Commissioner  Normandy  directed  staff  to  respond  to  the  letter  from  Dell's  Ivy 
Acres  Nursery  in  Sunol  requesting  an  explanation  regarding  water  charges. 

•  Commissioner  Caen  referred  to  a  news  article  regarding  housing  facilities  in 
Moccasin  that  she  thought  was  misleading.  She  suggested  that  any  type  of 
contact  with  the  media  should  be  handled  by  the  Public  Affairs  Manager  and 
should  be  reported  to  the  Commission  and  the  Mayor's  Office.  Commissioner 
Normandy  likewise  expressed  concern  about  another  article  that  contained 
inaccurate  information.  He  suggested  establishing  a  policy  about  interacting 
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with  members  of  the  press  and  making  sure  that  proper  information  is 
disseminated  to  the  media.   Mr.  Moran  stated  that  staff  will  review  this  matter 
and  recommend  procedures  to  monitor  media  contact.  President  Makras 
directed  staff  to  bring  this  item  back  within  the  next  two  meetings. 


Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a.  FY  98/99  Budget 

Mr.  Moran  reported  that  staff  would  be  preparing  the  FY  98-99  budget  assuming 
a  modest  level  of  inflation  and  at/or  below  current  levels  of  expenditures. 

Commissioner  Normandy  pointed  out  that  staff  should  make  sure  that  PUC 
would  not  be  obligated  to  transfer  any  surplus  funds  to  the  general  fund  next 
year.  He  asked  about  the  possibility  of  requesting  the  Mayor's  Office  to  refund 
the  PUC  for  this  fiscal  year's  general  fund  contribution.  Mr.  Moran  stated  that 
staff  would  incorporate  this  option  as  part  of  the  budget  consideration. 
President  Makras  suggested  looking  at  efficiencies  that  can  be  achieved  in  this 
budget  cycle.  He  also  requested  including  in  the  budget  proposal  a  budget 
based  on  zero  rate  increase  and  another  based  on  an  inflationary  increase. 

b.  Purchase  of  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue 

Steve  Nelson,  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  reported  that  the  City  had 
negotiated  an  option  to  purchase  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue  for  a  dollar.  Mr. 
Nelson  stated  that  the  Mayor  had  instructed  that  525  Golden  Gate  would  be 
home  to  City  departments  currently  at  875  Stevenson  Street,  633  Folsom 
Street,  and  1390  Market  Street.  With  this  plan,  he  said  there  will  not  be  enough 
space  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  Mr.  Nelson  stated  that  the  Mayor's 
office  also  indicated  that  PUC  could  not  participate  in  the  purchase  due  to 
financing  problems.   It  is  anticipated  that  the  City  would  occupy  the  building  by 
the  year  2000,  or  approximately  18  months  after  City  Hall  is  reopened. 

President  Makras  asserted  that  PUC  would  like  to  pursue  the  purchase  of  525 
Golden  Gate  expeditiously  to  consolidate  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  offices. 
President  Makras  handed  Mr.  Nelson  one  dollar  ($1 .00)  for  the  purchase  price. 
Commissioner  Normandy  stated  that  it  would  not  meet  the  Commission's  needs 
if  we  were  to  participate  only  partially. 


Public  Comments 

Arthur  M.  Jensen,  General  Manager  of  the  Bay  Area  Water  User's  Association, 
expressed  his  appreciation  for  PUC  staffs  assistance  during  BAWUA's  annual  tour 
from  Sunol  to  O'Shaughnessy  on  September  11  and  12.  1997. 
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The  following  individuals  commented  in  support  of  maintaining  and  developing  the 
Reis  Tract  into  a  "Visitacion  Valley  Greenway"  to  create  fruit  and  vegetable  gardens,  a 
Farmers  Market  Plaza,  recreation  areas  and  pathways:  Ann  Sieman,  Friends  of  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Parks;  Fran  Martin,  sculptor;  Bruce  Williams  of  Trust  for  Public 
Lands;  and  Brian  Leis,  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners.

9.  Approving  the  definitions  of  contract  types  and  contract  decision  points  to  be  used  for 
capital  projects,  programs,  ongoing  operations  and  maintenance  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 

Robert  T.  Cockburn,  Manager  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  gave  a  presentation 
using  an  overhead  projector.  He  discussed  the  types  of  professional  services 
contracts  and  the  consultant  selection  process.   He  spoke  about  the  different  decision 
points  in  consultant  selection  starting  from  the  budget  review  process,  authorization  to 
advertise  or  request  proposals,  approval  to  award  or  negotiate,  approval  to  modify;  and 
acceptance  of  the  project  or  approval  for  final  payment. 

President  Makras  directed  staff  to  incorporate  the  goals  of  the  Commission  to  promote 
competitive  bidding  and  encourage  more  contractors'  participation  in  PUC  contracts. 
He  noted  that  for  phased-type  contracts  he  would  like  staff  to  present  not  just  phases 
of  the  contract  but  also  the  overall  picture  of  the  project,  the  annual  costs,  and 
estimated  total  costs  at  time  of  completion.  President  Makras  stated  that  he  would  like 
to  put  some  definite  expiration  dates  on  long-term  contracts  so  that  all  contracts  will  be 
rebidded  under  any  circumstances  upon  expiration.  Mr.  Moran  responded  that  he 
concurs  to  have  a  maximum  time  for  any  contract  to  continue  without  rebidding. 
However,  he  said  the  term  of  each  contract  varies  based  on  the  nature  of  the  contract. 
Commissioner  Cook  expressed  his  support  in  setting  term  limits  for  professional 
contracts.  Commissioner  Normandy  also  expressed  his  support  in  setting  term  limits 
but  without  undermining  the  rationale  for  continuing  the  services  of  a  contractor 
because  of  capability,  availability,  rates  and  track  record.  He  was  concerned  that  a 
contractor  might  be  phased  out  because  of  term  limits. 

Item  9  was  continued  to  the  next  regular  meeting  scheduled  on  October  14,  1997  to 
incorporate  the  comments  made  by  the  Commission. 
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10.     Discussion  regarding  contractor  selection  procedures. 

Mr.  Cockburn  showed  a  flow  diagram  outlining  the  process  for  selecting  consultants. 

Staff  recommended  conducting  a  workshop  for  the  Commission  to  discuss  other 
options  regarding  contractor  selection  procedures.  The  Commission  agreed  to  hold  a 
workshop  at  a  date  not  specified. 


11.  Authorizing  the  Manager  of  Water  Department's  City  Distribution  Division  to  institute  a 
landscaping  plan  for  the  Merced  Manor  Reservoir  Grounds. 

Commissioner  Caen  recommended  continuance  of  the  item.  She  stated  that  she 
needed  more  information  to  be  able  to  decide  that  landscape  conversion  would  in  fact 
conserve  water.  She  asked  what  the  costs  and  the  annual  water  savings  would  be  to 
leave  the  existing  planting  and  install  water  efficient  irrigation  systems. 

Commissioner  Normandy  suggested  revisiting  the  Commission's  objectives  concerning 
water  conservation  as  he  noted  that  a  blanket  policy  for  landscaping  did  not  seem 
logical  for  all  PUC  properties.   He  recommended  that  staff  evaluate  the  needs  of  each 
property,  establish  goals  suitable  for  that  particular  property,  and  determine  the 
benefits  of  meeting  those  goals.  President  Makras  pointed  out  that  it  was  too 
expensive  to  continue  with  the  proposed  relandscaping  plans.  He  stated  that  he  did 
not  feel  a  need  to  continue  with  any  further  study  of  this  and  he  directed  staff  to  look  at 
how  the  existing  landscape  could  be  managed  prudently  using  less  water.  The  rest  of 
the  Commission  concurred.  Mr.  Moran  mentioned  the  need  to  rehire  gardeners  to 
maintain  the  existing  landscape.  President  Makras  directed  staff  to  request  positions 
through  the  next  budget  review  process. 

Item  11  was  continued  indefinitely.  Staff  will  draft  a  policy  statement  addressing  the 
objectives  of  the  Commission  not  to  invest  in  any  landscaping  conversion  but  apply  the 
options  presented  by  staff  for  new  landscaping  opportunities. 

12.  Ratifying  the  Declaration  of  Emergency  relating  to  the  emergency  condition  at  the 
Castlewood  water  system.

Commissioner  Robert  K.  Werbe  was  excused. 


Consideration  of  recommendation  for  award  of  contract  regarding  the  Request  for 
Proposal  to  perform  engineering  services  for  the  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant 
Improvement  Project. 

President  Makras  expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  consulting  firms  for  coming  to  give 
a  presentation  to  the  Commission.  President  Makras  noted  that  the  Commission 
called  the  meeting  to  obtain  additional  information  from  each  bidder.  He  said  the 
Commission  would  not  be  taking  any  action  on  the  matter  today. 

Steve  Leonard,  Program  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Treatment  Improvement 
Project,  presented  a  history  and  description  of  the  project  and  discussed  the 
consultant  selection  process  employed  for  the  project. 

The  minutes  follow  the  order  in  which  the  firms  gave  their  presentation.  The  order  of 
presentation  was  decided  by  the  President  picking  names  out  of  a  hat. 

Commissioner  Normandy  asked  the  following  questions  to  the  bidders:  how  many 
ozone  water  treatment  plants  were  completed  by  their  firm;  how  many  were  in  the  1 00 
mgd  range;  how  many  were  completed  within  budget;  mentoring  program;  and  direct 
overhead  rates. 


1)       Montgomery  Watson/AGS  Inc./Structus,  Inc.  Joint  Venture. 

Mr.  Lyndel  Melton,  Vice  President  of  Montgomery  Watson  and  Project  Manager 
for  the  Joint  Venture,  gave  his  presentation  using  electronic  media.  He 
discussed  the  organizational  structure  of  the  joint  venture. 

Ms.  Carol  Tate  addressed  the  reservoir  siting  issue.  Mr.  Russ  Wagner, 
Principal  Hydrologist  at  Montgomery  Watson,  exhibited  a  photograph  showing 
land  shifting  on  the  proposed  reservoir  site.  Ms.  Tate  noted  that  their  proposal 
recommended  looking  at  a  new  treatment  plant  site  near  a  reliable  geological 
zone  in  addition  to  a  reliable  reservoir  site. 


Schedule 

Mr.  Melton  stated  that  they  would  take  a  100-day  approach  to  complete  the 
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project  to  show  their  responsiveness  to  PUC  compliance  schedules  with  the 
Department  of  Health  Services. 

Ozone  Design  Experience/Project  Management  Experience 

Ms.  Tate  stated  that  she  personally  was  involved  with  the  construction  of  four  or 
five  ozone  treatment  plants.  Two  of  these  plants  were  in  the  100  mgd  range. 
The  Las  Vegas  and  the  Los  Angeles  projects  were  being  completed  ahead  of 
schedule  and  under  budget. 

Mr.  Welton  talked  about  his  project  management  experience  in  the  design  of 
the  Contra  Costa  Water  District  Treatment  Plant,  the  City  of  Fairfield  Water 
Treatment  Plant,  and  the  Castroville  Sea  Water  Intrusion  Project.  He  said  these 
projects  were  all  completed  within  the  budget. 

Overhead  Rate 

Mr.  Melton  stated  that  their  overhead  rate  was  1 .85%. 
MBE/WBE  Participation  Goals 

Mr.  Melton  said  that  Montgomery  Watson's  MBE/WBE  participation  was  60%. 
They  were  pursuing  other  ways  to  expand  the  scope  of  work  to  provide  more 
opportunities  for  minority  firms  to  participate  in  the  project.  They  have 
committed  five  people  for  the  project  office  dedicated  to  work  in  San  Francisco. 


Black  &  Veatch/OLMM  Structural  Design/Pete  O.  Lapid  &  Associates,  Inc.  Joint 
Venture. 

Mr.  Amy  Shanker,  Partner  in  Charge,  Black  &  Veatch  Pacific  Northwest  Region, 
discussed  the  organizational  structure  of  the  joint  venture.  Mr.  Jay  Hesby  ,  the 
Project  Manager,  talked  about  the  strategies  they  plan  to  implement  for  the 
project;  such  as,  to  stay  within  the  plant's  footprint  to  avoid  the  need  for  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report,  to  look  at  other  locations  to  expand  the  treatment 
plant  capacity  beyond  160  mgd,  and  to  use  technical  plate  settlers. 

MBEA/VBE  Participation  Goals 

Regarding  MBEA/VBE  participation  goals,  Mr.  Hesby  stated  that  their  firm  will 
exceed  the  goal  by  1%. 
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Ozone  Design/Project  Management  Experience 

Mr.  Shanker  stated  that  Black  &  Veatch  has  completed  two  300  mgd  water 
treatment  facilities  in  Vancouver  and  they  are  currently  engaged  in  a  600  mgd 
predesign  of  a  water  treatment  plant  in  Las  Vegas. 

Mr.  Hesby  stated  that  Black  &  Veatch  designed  the  ozone  plants  for  the  East 
Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  in  California  and  currently  working  on  the  design  of 
two  water  treatment  plants  in  Milwaukee  (105  mgd  and  285  mgd  capacity 
plants). 

Mr.  Hesby  reported  that  he  completed  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District  project 
within  the  schedule  and  within  the  budget  with  no  litigation.  The  Las  Vegas 
Water  Treatment  Project  was  completed  ahead  of  schedule,  under  budget  and 
$10  million  refunded  to  the  client.  He  just  completed  the  $125  million 
improvement  to  the  Southern  Nevada  Water  System  Improvement  Project.  His 
current  assignment  is  the  Las  Vegas  Upper  Alfred  Merritt  Smith  Water 
Treatment  Plant. 

Mr.  Ron  Henderson,  talked  about  the  advantages  of  using  plate  settlers.  He 
said  building  within  the  footprint  of  the  plant  would  not  require  obtaining  an  EIR 
thus  speeding  up  the  process  of  compliance  with  the  Department  of  Health 
Services. 

Mr.  Hesby  indicated  that  their  firm  could  accelerate  the  schedule  two  years 
before  any  other  project  that  would  require  an  Environmental  Impact  Report. 

Mr.  Hesby  brought  up  the  issue  that  the  balancing  reservoir  would  fall  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Division  of  Safety  of  Dams  (DOSD).  He  said  that  DOSD 
would  not  permit  an  open  cut  reservoir  at  the  proposed  location  due  to 
concerns  about  the  stability  of  the  site  and  its  proximity  to  the  fault. 

Overhead  Rate 

Mr.  Shanker  stated  that  their  suggested  overhead  rate  was  1 .79%. 


CH2M  Hill/Carollo  Engineers/Olivia  Chen,  Joint  Venture 

Ted  Way,  Project  Manager,  discussed  the  schedule,  overall  costs  and  their 
firm's  approach  for  the  project.  Mr.  Way  stated  that  they  proposed  to  complete 
the  project  in  15  months  from  the  date  of  "notice  to  proceed"  saving  nine 
months  of  schedule  and  reducing  construction  costs. 
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MBE/WBE  Participation  Goals 

He  stated  that  their  firm  had  the  highest  MBEA/VBE  participation.  64%  of  the 
total  work. 

Project  Management  Experience 

Mr.  Way  stated  that  CH2M  Hill  had  worked  on  13  ozone  water  treatment 
facilities,  two  ozone  water  treatment  plants  for  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District 
(EBMUD)  and  retrofitted  with  ozone  two  existing  plants  that  were  right  on  the 
Hayward  fault.  Mr.  Way  stated  that  he  was  personally  responsible  for  the  two 
projects  for  EBMUD. 

Tom  Patten  of  Carollo  Engineers  stated  that  his  firm  completed  the  design  and 
construction  sen/ices  for  the  ozone  treatment  plant  in  the  City  of  Vallejo  and 
worked  on  the  design  and  improvement  of  an  existing  treatment  plant  in  Las 
Vegas. 

Olivia  Chen  of  Olivia  Chen  Consulting  Engineers  stated  that  her  firm  was  not 
involved  in  designing  and  operating  ozone  systems.  Her  firm,  however, 
prepared  the  Standard  Operating  Procedures  for  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility 
District  ozone  water  system  plants.  They  also  have  a  good  background  of  the 
San  Francisco  water  system  having  worked  on  the  performance  evaluation  of 
the  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant. 

Overhead  Rate 

CH2M  Hill's  suggested  overhead  rate  was  1.68%. 


Metcalf  &  Eddy/GKO  &  Associates,  Joint  Venture 

Robert  Siemak,  Vice  President  with  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  Inc.  and  Project  Manager 
used  an  overhead  projector  in  discussing  their  firm's  approach  of  the  project. 

Project  Management  Experience 

Mr.  Siemak  discussed  their  experience  with  designing  ozone  water  treatment 
plant  facilities  in  the  United  States  and  worldwide.   He  said  Metcalf  designed 
an  ozone  water  treatment  plant  in  Paris.  They  built  one  facility  in  the  100  mgd 
range.  Mr.  Siemak  has  project  management  experience  in  the  220  mgd 
expansion  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  District  Mills  Water  Filtration  Treatment 
Plant. 
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Mr.  Siemak  stated  that  Metcalf's  MBE/WBE  participation  goal  was  63%  and 
suggested  overhead  rate  was  1.67%. 


Anson  B.  Moran,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  commented  that  the  information 
presented  by  the  bidders  were  consistent  with  staffs  analysis  and  the  evaluation 
scores.  Mr.  Moran  noted  that  the  members  of  the  selection  panel  came  from  different 
fields  of  expertise  and  contributed  their  different  views  to  the  process.  Mr.  Moran 
stated  that  staff  intended  to  review  the  overhead  rates  at  a  later  time. 

President  Makras  asked  staff  to  elaborate  on  the  issue  concerning  the  Division  of 
Safety  of  Dams  not  allowing  us  to  proceed  with  the  proposed  site.  Mr.  Leonard 
responded  that  staff  can  dig  the  site  to  quantify  the  risk  and  determine  how  it  would 
affect  the  design.  He  stated  that  the  three  sites  identified  in  the  proposal,  Sites  A,  A2 
and  B  have  landslides.  However,  according  to  preliminary  information,  Site  B  was  the 
best  site  operationally. 

President  Makras  asked  the  difference  in  costs  if  we  kept  away  from  sensitive  spots. 
He  asked  whether  this  phase  of  the  project  would  identify  the  most  logical  site  to  build 
and  the  cost  related  to  building  on  that  site.  He  suggested  assessing  the  risks  of 
building  on  the  fault  line  and  the  savings  in  construction  costs  if  we  were  to  use 
another  site. 

Commissioner  Normandy  commented  that  the  criteria  he  would  like  to  look  for  in 
selecting  a  consultant  would  be  the  experience  and  track  record  of  the  firm,  the  price, 
the  kind  of  perspective  and  commitment  the  firm  is  making;  the  cutting  edge  of 
technology  they  offer,  and  the  ability  to  reduce  cost  for  the  City. 

Commissioner  Cook  stated  that  he  would  like  to  consider  a  joint  venture  of  all  of  the 
four  firms  so  that  PUC  could  benefit  from  all  of  their  expertise. 

President  Makras  commended  staff  for  doing  a  good  job  as  he  did  not  find  any  flaws 
in  the  evaluation  and  selection  process.  The  evaluation  scores  reflected  that  two  firms 
were  very  good  and  two  were  non  responsive.  He  indicated  that  he  would  rather  pick 
a  consultant  from  the  two  responsive  bids  and  support  staff's  recommendation. 

Commissioner  Normandy  stated  that  he  would  be  inclined  to  accept  staff's 
recommendation  but  he  would  prefer  that  the  Commission  reserve  the  right  to  decide 
which  is  the  best  rate.  He  requested  the  bidders  to  submit  in  writing  the  information 
they  presented  in  today's  meeting. 
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ereupon,  the  meeting  was  adjourned:  5:30  P.M.

15.     Report  on  the  availability  of  the  Draft  Lake  Merced  Comprehensive  Management  Plan 
for  public  review  and  comment. 

Joan  Ryan,  Project  Manager,  Bureau  of  System  Planning  &  Regulatory  Compliance, 
gave  a  presentation  using  a  slide  projector.  Ms.  Ryan  reported  on  the  deteriorating  ' 
conditions  at  the  perimeter  and  surface  of  Lake  Merced  including  the  low  water  level, 
poor  water  quality,  and  proliferation  of  garbage  around  the  shoreline. 

Ms.  Ryan  pointed  out  the  beneficial  uses  of  Lake  Merced  for  recreation,  refuge  for 
natural  habitat  and  water  resource.  She  said  the  Lake  Merced  Comprehensive 
Management  Plan  was  being  developed  by  staff  to  protect  and  enhance  these 
resources. 

Ms.  Toni  Pezzetti  of  CH2M  Hill,  the  Project  Manager  for  the  Groundwater  Master  Plan, 
stated  that  assessing  the  relationship  between  the  lake  and  the  aquifer  was  important' 
to  understanding  the  rationale  for  the  declining  lake  level  and  formulating  measures  to 
mitigate  the  declining  levels. 

Mz.  Pezzetti  stated  that  a  groundwater  investigation  of  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Merced 
found  that  the  lake  level  was  affected  by  the  change  in  precipitation  and  the 
relationship  of  the  lake  to  the  westside  basin  aquifer.  She  said  an  analytic  model  of 
the  westside  basin  was  currently  being  used  to  simulate  impacts  of  management 
strategies  for  the  aquifer  and  the  lake  level.  One  of  the  scenarios  assumes  that  the 
four  golf  courses  around  Lake  Merced  convert  to  the  use  of  recycled  water  for 
irrigation.  Ms.  Pezzeti  stated  that  the  results  of  the  different  scenarios  are  important  to 
develop  the  most  hydraulically  effective  and  cost  effective  management  strategies  for 
the  westside  basin,  the  aquifer  and  the  lake. 

Ms.  Ryan  noted  that  the  Plan  would  cost  $600,000  to  implement  through  the  next  five 
years.  She  said  some  action  items  in  the  plan  are  long-term  and  some  are  already 
being  implemented  such  as  the  pollution  prevention  demonstration  program,  water 
quality  monitoring  and  control  of  native  invasive  plants. 

President  Makras  directed  staff  to  advise  the  Commission  at  the  earliest  time  where 
the  project  was  going,  how  much  it  would  cost  to  continue  the  study,  and  the 
operational  impact  of  the  course  being  taken.  He  stated  that  he  did  not  want  the 
$600,000  spent  on  a  project  that  would  not  be  workable. 

Emeric  Kalman  commented  that  the  $600,000  project  was  not  the  solution  to  the 
declining  lake  level.  He  requested  that  staff  investigate  this  further.

3.       Workshop  on  Contractor  Selection  Procedures. 

President  Makras  invited  comments  from  the  public.  There  were  no  comments 
received. 

Robert  T.  Cockburn,  Manager  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  gave  a  presentation 
using  an  overhead  projector.  He  discussed  the  current  process  of  selecting 
consultants  for  Public  Utilities  Commission  projects.  He  showed  a  chart  of  the 
Request  For  Proposal  (RFP)  Process  currently  used  by  staff.  In  the  existing  process, 
the  Commission  had  three  decision  points;  first,  in  the  approval  of  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program  during  the  budget  review  process;  second,  in  the  approval  for 
staff  to  solicit  proposals  through  issuance  of  a  Request  For  Proposals  (RFP's);  and 
third.  In  the  selection  of  a  consultant  authorizing  staff  to  negotiate  or  secure  a  contract. 

Mr.  Cockburn  showed  a  slide  listing  the  various  RFP's  issued  or  planned  to  be  issued 
for  the  next  two  years.  The  total  cost  of  the  RFP's  is  $42  million.  President  Makras 
asked  for  ways  to  accomplish  all  of  the  work  for  less  money.  Mr.  Cockburn  responded 
that  smart  scoping,  decision  making  and  procurement  may  help  reduce  costs. 
President  Makras  suggested  looking  at  the  type  of  work  involved  and  spreading  it  out 
by  product  or  deliverables  to  get  competitive  bids.  Mr.  Cockburn  responded  that  the 
concept  may  work  for  construction  contracts  but  not  on  design  contracts. 

Commissioner  Cook  asked  how  the  18-month  time  line  for  the  consultant  selection 
process  could  be  shortened.  He  was  concerned  about  the  price  of  the  contract  rising 
over  time.  Mr.  Cockburn  stated  that  once  staff  established  allowable  rates  and  set  the 
benchmark  and  baseline,  it  would  not  take  that  long  to  select  a  consultant.  President 
Makras  noted  that  an  18-month  time  line  was  not  acceptable.  He  suggested  a  three  to 
six-months  time  frame.   Mr.  Cockburn  explained  that  there  were  steps  in  the  process 
that  take  time  and  were  beyond  PUC's  control  such  as  getting  approval  from  other 
City  agencies  like  the  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
or  obtaining  compliance  with  the  City's  Equal  Benefit  Ordinance. 
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President  Makras  suggested  incorporating  all  aspects  of  the  contract  up  front,  holding 
a  pre-submittal  meeting  with  bidders,  and  sending  the  RFP  concurrently  to  contractors 
and  other  approving  agencies.  Steve  Ritchie,  Manager,  Bureau  of  System  Planning  & 
Regulatory  Compliance  commented  that  interaction  with  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  is  iterative  and  has  to  be  dealt  with  at  a  much  higher  level. 

President  Makras  asked  staffs  recommendations  on  whether  cost  estimates  should 
be  quoted  in  the  RFP.   Mr.  Moran  noted  that  the  current  practice  by  staff  was  to 
specify  a  broad  range  of  numbers.  Mr.  Cockburn  noted  that  cost  estimates  may  vary 
by  type  and  size  of  the  contract. 

Mr.  Cockburn  commented  that  the  focus  in  procuring  professional  services  is  the 
quality  of  service.  President  Makras  asked  how  the  process  could  be  crafted  to 
extract  good  quality  of  work  from  the  consultants.  Mr.  Cockburn  suggested  that  the 
RFP  should  indicate  how  the  consultants  would  be  evaluated. 

President  Makras  asked  whether  the  price  of  a  contract  is  adjusted  if  key  personnel 
changes  from  what  was  initially  procured  in  the  contract.  He  expressed  concerns  that 
a  change  to  a  less  competent  person  managing  the  project  may  cause  delays  and 
overruns.  Mr.  Cockburn  responded  that  the  firm  has  to  get  a  replacement  with 
comparable  knowledge  and  skills.  He  explained  that  it  also  depended  on  the  type  of 
the  contract.  For  "as-needed  contracts",  you  are  hiring  the  firm  while  for  continuing 
contracts  you  hire  a  particular  expertise  of  an  individual  and  continue  to  have  long 
term  relationship  with  that  same  individual.  Phased  and  standard  contracts  rely  upon 
the  expertise  of  a  person  assigned  for  the  specific  job.  Mr.  Cockburn  commented  that 
this  issue  could  be  addressed  by  the  consultants  in  their  proposals.  Mr.  Moran 
commented  that  in  large  complex  engineering  you  are  less  likely  to  depend  on  one 
person.  He  said  staff  had  depended  on  one  person  for  legal  services  or  expert 
services  and  it  has  been  staffs  practice  to  follow  a  person  rather  than  a  firm.  Mr. 
Berliner  stated  that  the  contract  could  also  be  broken  up  so  that  the  key  person  could 
subcontract  with  the  firm  originally  contracted  for  the  project.  Mr.  Ritchie  suggested 
adding  a  provision  in  the  contract  that  any  change  in  key  personnel  may  cause 
termination  of  the  contract.  Mr.  Moran  commented  that  it  had  not  been  a  major 
problem  for  staff  when  a  key  personnel  leaves  a  project. 

Progress  Reporting 

Mr.  Cockburn  asked  the  position  of  the  Commission  regarding  progress  reporting  for 
the  consultant  selection  process.  He  suggested  that  if  a  contract  would  take  longer 
than  three  months  to  complete,  staff  would  give  a  progress  report  through  the  Genera 
Manager's  Report  or  by  preparing  an  agenda  item. 
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Commissioner  Cook  stated  that  he  preferred  to  receive  a  report  through  the  General 
Manager's  report.  He  did  not  want  various  stages  of  the  Request  for  Proposal  to 
come  to  the  Commission. 

President  Makras  stated  that  a  memorandum  to  the  Commission  should  be  sufficient 
when  a  project  is  delayed.  However,  staff  should  bring  to  the  Commission  matters 
that  require  policy  decisions,  such  as  when  a  time  line  cannot  be  met  due  to  a  tight 
time  frame  or  whenever  a  step  needs  to  be  added  to  the  process. 

President  Makras  stated  that  he  would  like  staff  to  report  on  any  changes  in  project 
schedule  and  how  much  money  was  leftover  from  each  project.  He  said  he  wanted  to 
know  how  much  money  was  saved  or  where  an  error  was  made  so  that  changes  could 
be  made  to  improve  the  system.  He  said  he  was  opposed  to  transferring  money  from 
one  project  to  another.  He  reiterated  his  request  for  staff  to  submit  a  list  of  projects 
with  leftover  funds.  Mr.  Cockburn  suggested  a  monthly  report  of  all  projects  let  by 
UEB. 


Suggestions  for  Consultant  Selection  Process  Alternatives 

Mr.  Cockburn  requested  suggestions  from  the  Commission  concerning  the  depth  of 
the  Commission's  involvement  in  the  selection  process.  He  suggested  various 
alternatives  such  as:  one  Commissioner  sitting  for  the  Commission  throughout  the 
entire  selection  process;  a  subcommittee  of  the  Commission;  the  Commission  could 
conduct  the  final  interview  of  the  short  listed  firms  depending  on  the  type,  size  and 
significance  of  the  contract;  or  the  Commission  could  select  from  the  staff 
recommended  top  three  firms  without  interview. 

Regarding  the  Sunol  Water  Treatment  Plant  Improvement  Project,  Commissioner 
Caen  asked  how  the  interview  questions  were  formulated  and  why  some  areas  were 
not  discussed  between  the  members  of  the  selection  panel  before  scoring.  Mr. 
Cockburn  stated  that  the  panel  discussed  and  selected  the  weighting  for  each 
criterion.  He  said  HRC  does  not  allow  discussions  between  panel  members  prior  to 
scoring  to  establish  fairness  between  bidders  and  to  prevent  a  dominant  personality, 
by  force  of  presentation,  sway  the  decision  of  the  members.  Mr.  Cockburn  stated  that 
there  should  be  more  discussions  at  the  selection  level  before  the  final  scoring. 

Steve  Leonard  cited  as  an  example  the  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Improvement 
Project  where  the  panel  had  their  own  sets  of  questions  for  the  interview.  The  panel 
had  very  limited  latitude  to  explore  and  ask  questions  beyond  what  was  decided  in  the 
short  listing  process.  The  fact  that  the  panel  could  not  discuss  key  points  regarding 
the  presentation  weakened  the  selection  process. 

President  Makras  suggested  putting  40%  weight  for  oral  interviews  and  indicating  that 
in  the  Request  for  Proposal. 
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Mr.  /VIoran  requested  direction  from  the  Commission  to  meet  with  hrc-  w 
system  cou/d  be  revised  to  address  both  PUC  and  HRC  s  req^irem^^^^  '"^^ 

Mr.  Ritchie  suggested  restructuring  the  panel  selection  report  to  include  more 
explanation  to  support  the  scores.  President  Makras  suggested  using  the  same 
written  form  but  specify  in  the  RFP  what  the  panel  would  be  looking  for  at  the 
interview. 


Commissioner  Caen  commented  that  the  involvement  of  the  Commission  in  the 
selection  process  should  be  based  on  the  dollar  amount  of  the  contract. 

Mr.  Moran  stated  that  the  Commission  is  welcome  to  observe  anytime  during  the 
selection  process.  President  Makras  asked  whether  it  was  equitable  to  the  process  if 
one  Commissioner  steps  in  and  becomes  an  advocate.  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Berliner, 
Utilities  General  Counsel,  commented  that  selection  of  consultants  was  an 
administrative  function  of  the  department.  He  said  there  was  nothing  wrong  with  a 
member  of  the  Commission  participating  in  the  process  as  the  system  allows  for 
advocacy;  however,  he  was  concerned  about  one  Commissioner  having  a  great  deal 
of  influence  to  other  members  of  the  Commission  and  on  the  outcome  of  the  process. 

Mr .  Moran  asked  the  Commission  at  which  point  should  staff  know  when  not  to  invest 
any  further  on  a  project.  President  Makras  commented  about  the  need  for  a  fast 
selection  process.  Commissioner  Caen  suggested  a  monthly  report  on  the  status  of 
projects.  Commissioner  Cook  commented  that  if  a  contract  is  on  schedule  the 
Commission  does  not  need  to  see  a  report;  however,  if  there  are  any  problems  along 
the  way  staff  should  advise  the  Commission.  President  Makras  suggested  that  when 
a  project  is  not  on  time  and  not  on  budget  despite  the  phase  it  is  in,  staff  has  to  advise 
the  Commission.  In  the  selection  process  itself,  if  the  90-days  schedule  cannot  be 
met,  staff  should  advise  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Moran  recommended  changing  the  format  for  agenda  items  requesting  authority  to 
issue  an  RFP.  He  suggested  including  a  discussion  on  the  scope  of  work,  estimated 
cost,  a  recommended  business  relationship  whether  a  simple  professional  or  phased 
contract,  the  MBE/WBE  objectives,  the  selection  process,  and  weighting  factor. 

Commissioner  Caen  stated  that  the  Commission  as  a  whole  should  conduct  the 
interview  rather  than  just  one  Commissioner.  She  stated  that  she  also  would  like  to 
have  routine  reports  regarding  the  financial  status  of  projects. 

Regarding  the  disclosure  of  estimated  costs  in  the  RFP,  President  Makras'  point  of 
view  was  that  we  would  get  a  broader  spectrum  of  pricing  if  we  already  know  what  we 
want.  Mr.  Cockburn  stated  that  estimates  are  usually  done  when  we  do  not  know 
what  we  want.  The  price  for  design  work  is  based  on  the  scope  and  how  much  details 
are  required  in  the  design.  Mr.  Cockburn  stated  that  providing  a  dollar  estimate  allows 
staff  to  know  what  it  would  take  to  do  the  project. 
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President  IVTakras  stated  that  a  bid  should  be  rejected  if  it  is  20%  hiaher  thar,  tv, 
^sUma^a's"  estimate.   He  pointed  out  the  need  for  staff  to  come  tp'^th  accurate 

Art  Jensen,  President,  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  commented  in  favor  of 
disclosing  cost  estimates  in  the  Request  for  Proposal.  Regarding  the  current  interview 
process  he  called  the  "Olympic  scoring  system,"  he  said  it  did  not  give  the  City  a  good 
product  at  a  good  price  in  a  timely  manner. 

In  response  to  President  Makras'  question,  Mr.  Moran  stated  that  the  "Olympic  score 
card  system"  does  not  serve  the  City  well  and  the  system  should  be  changed  He 
suggested  holding  a  discussion  with  the  Human  Rights  Commission  to  convey  the 
deficiencies  observed  in  the  consultant  selection  process  and  the  Interest  for  further 
Commission  involvement  in  the  process. 

President  Makras  suggested  to  specify  in  the  Request  for  Proposal,  the  weight  points 
for  oral  presentations.  Commissioner  Caen  expressed  her  desire  to  have  a  free 
exchange  of  discussion  among  the  panelists  before  scoring.  Commissioner  Cook 
suggested  structuring  the  interview  questions  by  assigning  weight  values. 

Phil  Dela  Cruz,  UEB  Engineer,  suggested  establishing  a  set  of  rules  in  the  beginning 
of  the  process,  decide  which  skills  of  the  consultants  are  desired,  and  establish  points 
for  those  skills. 


Don  Chan,  UEB  Engineer,  commented  in  favor  of  allowing  a  flow  of  discussion 
among  the  panelists  as  long  as  the  panel  members  are  aware  that  they  do  not  have 
to  change  or  defend  their  scores  as  a  result  of  the  discussion. 

In  summary,  staff  would:  1)  meet  with  HRC  to  pursue  a  better  structured  process  of 
selection  to  get  the  best  product  and  the  best  price;  2)  work  on  a  90-day  process 
objective;  3)  develop  decision  points  to  beef  up  efforts  in  presenting  inclusive 
information  in  the  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  stage;  4)  revise  the  information  on  the 
agenda  item  on  award  time;  and  5)  implement  better  financial  reporting  measures. 
Mr.  Moran  pointed  out  that  the  most  immediate  steps  staff  would  be  taking  were  to 
improve  financial  reporting,  and  develop  a  decision  point  for  the  Commission  between 
the  approval  to  advertise  the  Request  for  Proposal  and  approval  to  negotiate  or  select 
a  consultant.

President  Makras 
stated  that  staff  would  include  this  matter  during  the  budget  process  and  during  the 
water  rate  hearings. 

John  Douglas,  owner  of  Douglas  Broadcasting,  commented  that  the  rental  rate 
proposed  for  the  use  of  land  owned  by  the  PUC  was  too  high.  He  urged  the 
Commission  to  reduce  the  rental  fee  to  $1800  a  month  from  the  proposed  rate  of 
$5,000  per  month.  President  Makras  said  he  would  take  Mr.  Douglas'  statement  as  a 
request  to  resubmit  their  proposal  to  the  Bureau  of  Commercial  Land  Management. 

The  Commission  went  into  Closed  Session  at  2:30  P.M..  They  reconvened  in  an  open 
session  at  3:10  P.M.  and  resumed  discussion  of  Item  7,  Report  of  the  General  Manager.

Tony  Flores,  Superintendent  of  Sewer  Operations,  gave  an  electronic  media 
presentation  regarding  sewer  operations.  Mr.  Flores  mentioned  that  the  sewer 
operations  greatest  strength  was  its  ability  to  provide  effective  and  timely 
response  to  sewer  problems.  He  stated  that  he  considers  the  limited 
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pre^/ent.ve  sewer  maintenance  program  the  biggest  weakness  r,f 
Other  weaknesses  he  mentioned  were  inefficiS^t  reo^Td  Keeping  Tna^oSra^S 
maps  Of  c.ty  sewers,  scarce  funds  for  repair  work,  lack  of  eqCipmem  iack  o1 
management  staff,  lack  of  access  to  DPW.  PUC.  and  Wate?  Pollution  Control's 
computer  systems.  He  mentioned  the  need  for  an  office  space  to  house  Sewer 
Operations  staff  as  they  currently  share  offices  with  DPW. 

Mr.  Flores  discussed  the  benefits  of  a  computerized  management  system  in 
improving  work  planning  and  scheduling,  measuring  work  force  productivity 
assessing  and  measuring  the  impact  of  activities  to  personnel.  Mr  Flores 
stated  that  a  preventive  maintenance  program  would  reduce  costs  improve 
service  and  reduce  failures  or  collapse  of  sewers. 

Commissioner  Caen  was  excused  at  3:35  p.m.

Dear  Fred  and  Brian: 

We  write  this  letter  in  response  to  your  request  that  we  consent  to  the  Tenant's  execution  of 
the  proposed  early  access  agreement  relating  to  the  premises.  Although  we  would  prefer  to 
terminate  the  Lease,  we  understand  that  you  have  concerns  regarding  the  Tenant's  continued 
cooperation  in  the  event  we  terminate  the  Lease.  As  an  accommodation  to  BART,  we  propose 
the  following. 

The  City  will  consent  to  the  Tenant's  execution  of  the  proposed  agreement  by  sending  the 
attached  letter  to  Tenant  if  BART  agrees,  by  countersigning  this  letter  in  the  space  provided 
below,  to  the  following:  (1)  BART  shall  pay  to  the  City  the  higher  of  (a)  rent  and  other  charges 
due  under  the  Lease  from  the  date  that  the  Tenant  stops  paying  rent  and  other  charges  to  the  date 
that  BART  purchases  the  premises  from  the  City  or  otherwise  obtains  fee  title  to  the  premises, 
such  rent  and  charges  to  be  paid  on  a  monthly  basis  as  if  BART  were  the  tenant  under  the  Lease, 
and  (b)  interest  at  the  rate  of  nine  percent  (9%)  per  annum  on  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
premises  from  the  date  of  BART's  execution  of  the  early  access  agreement  with  the  Tenant  to  the 
date  of  BART's  acquisition  (or  a  final  order  denying  BART  title  to  the  premises),  which  amount 
shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  BART's  acquisition  or  final  order  denying  BART  title  less  the  amount 
previously  paid,  if  any,  for  rent  and  other  charges  as  set  forth  above;  (2)  BART  agrees  that,  upon 
any  acquisition  by  BART,  the  City  shall  be  compensated  for  its  fee  interest  in  the  premises 
"without  deduction  or  offset  as  a  result  of  the  existence  of  the  Lease  or  any  severance  damages 
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paid  to  the  Tenant;  (3)  BART  agrees  to  all  the  provisions  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A,  which  are 
incorporated  herein  and  made  a  part  hereof;  and  (4)  BART  agrees  to  execute  the  City's  standard 
form  permit  for  the  premises  in  the  event  that  the  City  requests  such  execution.  The  City's 
consent  shall  also  be  conditioned  upon  the  City's  receipt  of  the  attached  letter  fully  countersigned 
by  the  Tenant. 

Nothing  in  this  letter  shall  (a)  waive  any  rights  the  City  shall  have  in  a  future  condemnation 
action  relating  to  the  premises,  and  the  City  shall  have  the  right  to  oppose  such  condemnation  and 
demand  that  BART  remove  any  improvements  it  constructed  on  the  premises  in  the  event  that  the 
City  and  BART  are  unable  to  agree  upon  the  terms  of  a  consensual  acquisition  of  the  premises; 
provided,  however,  the  City  does  waive  the  right  to  challenege  BART  in  an  eminent  domain 
action  relating  to  the  premises  on  the  basis  that  BART  or  SamTrans  failed  to  make  the  oflfer 
required  by  Section  7267.2  of  the  California  Government  Code,  or  (b)  obviate  BART's  need  to 
obtain  separate  permission  from  the  Tenant  in  order  to  gain  access  to  the  premises,  or  (c) 
constitute  an  approval  or  endorsement  of  any  specific  item  contained  in  any  agreement  between 
BART  and  the  Tenant  with  respect  to  BART's  use  of  the  premises.  Except  as  set  forth  in  (a) 
above,  nothing  in  this  letter  shall  alter  or  limit  the  parties  respective  rights  in  any  condemnation 
action,  including  but  not  Umited  to  the  method  of  valuation  of  the  premises  which  shall  be  based 
on  the  highest  and  best  use  of  the  premises  without  regard  to  this  letter  agreement.  Without 
limiting  the  foregoing,  this  consent  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  existing  and  future  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements,  encumbrances  and  other  matters  affecting  the  premises.  In 
addition,  as  you  know,  the  City  is  unwilling  to  allow  BART  early  access  to  any  additional 
property  and  expects  that  BART  will  now  work  diligently  to  consummate  the  BART/SFPUC 
airport  extension  transaction  and  the  Colma  Station  transaction. 

Please  forward  to  us  a  copy  of  the  categorical  exemption  or  other  environmental 
document  that  BART  is  relying  on  in  order  to  do  the  work  contemplated  by  BART's  early  access 
to  the  premises.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  you  to  complete  the  BART/SFO  extension 
project.  As  always,  call  me  or  Charles  Sullivan  with  any  questions.

Additional  Terms  and  Conditions 

1 .  Indemnity.  BART  shall  indemnify,  defend,  reimburse  and  hold  the  City  and  its  officers, 
agents,  employees,  and  personnel  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  claims,  losses,  costs, 
fineSi  Hens,  judgments,  damages  and  liabilities  of  any  kind  arising  out  of  or  relating  to  BART's  use 
of  the  premises,  including  but  not  Umited  to  claims  by  members  of  the  public  invited  onto  the 
property.  BART  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and  independent 
obligation  to  defend  the  City  from  any  claim  that  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity 
provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation 
arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered  to  BART  by  City  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 
The  foregoing  indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys',  experts'  and 
consultants'  fees  and  costs,  investigation  and  remediation  costs  and  all  other  reasonable  costs  and 
expenses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  parties.  BART's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive 
the  expiration  or  other  termination  of  the  consent  herein. 

2.  Termination  of  Early  Access  Right.  BART  acknowledges  that  the  consent  granted  herein  is 
freely  revocable  by  City  and  in  view  of  such  fact,  BART  expressly  assumes  the  risk  of  making  any 
expenditures  in  connection  with  its  access  onto  the  premises,  even  if  such  expenditures  are 
substantial.  BART  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a  displaced  person  if  this  consent  is 
terminated  or  revoked. 

3.  As'Is.  BART  shall  enter  onto  the  premises  in  its  "as  is"  condition,  without  any  representation 
or  warranty  by  the  City,  and  BART  waives  any  right  to  sue  or  make  any  claim  against  the  City, 
now  or  in  the  future,  for  anything  relating  to  or  arising  out  of  the  premises  or  its  access  or 
improvements  thereon,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse  condemnation,  but 
excluding  the  right  to  sue  for  condemnation  in  the  event  that  the  City  and  BART  do  not  agree 
upon  the  terms  of  a  consensual  acquisition. 

In  connection  v^th  the  foregoing  release,  BART  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section 
1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads; 

A  general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does  not  know  or 
suspect  to  exist  in  his  favor  at  the  time  of  executing  the  release,  which  if  known  by 
him  must  have  materially  affected  his  settlement  with  the  debtor. 


BART  acknowledges  that  the  release  contained  herein  includes  all  known  and  unknown,  disclosed 
and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  BART  realizes  and  acknowledges  that 
it  has  agreed  upon  the  above  in  light  of  this  realization  and,  being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it 
nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code  Section  1542,  or  any  statute  or  other 
similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  releases  contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  consent. 

4.  Citv  Charter  and  Administrative  Code.  BART  shall  comply  v^th  all  City  requirements  relating 
to  the  use  of  City  land  contained  in  the  City's  Charter  and  Administrative  Code,  including  but  not 
limited  to  Section  39.9  of  Chapter  39  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (the  Pesticide 
Ordinance)  and  the  Tropical  Hardwood  Ban.

Nothing  in  this  letter  or  in  the  License 
Agreement  shall  amend  any  portion  of  the  Lease,  except  for  the  use  clause,  and  we  do  not 
endorse  or  approve  any  specific  provision  of  the  draft  license  agreement  forwarded  to  us.  If  the 
foregoing  meets  v^th  your  clients'  approval,  please  have  them  countersign  this  letter  in  the  space 
provided  below.

Report  of  the  General  Manager 

a.       Clean  Water  Strategic  Plan 

Michelle  Pla  from  the  Bureau  of  Systems  Planning  and  Regulatory  Control  gave 
a  presentation  using  an  overhead  projector. 

Ms.  Pla  stated  that  the  Clean  Water  Program  master  plan  was  completed  and 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  was  in  full  compliance  with  federal  and  state 
requirements  as  of  March  1997.  She  noted  that  even  with  the  completion  of 
the  master  plan,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  still  challenged  by  four  forces 
to  do  more  and  develop  a  strategic  plan  for  the  Clean  Water  Program.  She 
said  those  forces  were  aging  infrastructures,  the  need  to  be  more  efficient  and 
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^^ZLZ7^""*'"T'  ""^^""t^^        regt.latory  requirements,  demand  for  greater  level  of 

protectfon  of  public  health  and  protection  of  environment.  9'^^^^^'^  *eve\  ot 

She  stated  that  to  respond  to  these  forces  staff  had  begun  to  implement  a 
process  to  identify  priority  issues  and  allocate  resources  to  properly  address 
those  priority  issues. 

Ms.  Pla  presented  the  preliminary  priority  issues  identified  by  staff  as  follows: 

1)  operational  needs  and  improvements  to  existing  system  responsive  to 
four  forces; 

2)  infrastructure  needs  and  improvements  to  maintain  compliance  with 
sewer  discharge  permits; 

3)  expansion  of  services; 

4)  water  supply  and  recycling; 

5)  water  quality  and  ecosystem  protection. 

The  following  individuals  expressed  their  support  in  proceeding  with  the 
alternative  study  of  wastewater  treatment  systems:  Amy  Quirk,  President  of 
Sunset  Community  Democratic  Club;  Beth  Abrams.  Coalition  for  Better  Waste 
Water  Solutions;  Jeff  Marmer.  Coalition  for  Better  Wastewater  Solutions;  Leslie 
Caplan.  San  Francisco  Bay  Keeper  Clean  Water  Front;  Claude  Wilson,  ' 
Executive  Director  of  the  Southeast  Alliance  for  Environmental  Justice  (SAEJ); 
Alex  Lantsberg  of  SAEJ;  David  Gavrich.  President,  Waste  Solutions  Group; 
Barbara  Attard,  Coalition  for  Better  Waste  Water  Solutions;  Peter  Reich, 
representing  Surf  Rider  Foundation  and  Surfers  Environmental  Alliance- 
Wendell  Chin  of  Communities  for  Better  Environment  and  San  Francisco  Bay 
Advocates  for  Environmental  Rights  Safer  Project;  and  Paul  Hessinger  from 
Coalition  for  Better  Wastewater. 

Emeric  Kalman  commented  that  the  final  cost  of  constructing  the  Oceanside 
Plant  was  very  high  compared  to  what  staff  originally  estimated.  He  objected  to 
the  delay  in  starting  the  project  and  to  the  decision  to  construct  the  plant 
underground. 


b.       Sewer  Operations 

Tony  Flores  from  the  Bureau  of  Water  Pollution  Control  presented  the  second 
of  a  series  of  three  presentations  regarding  sewer  operations.  Mr.  Flores  ran 
video  tapes  showing  the  existing  condition  of  various  sewer  tunnels  in  San 
Francisco.  Mr.  Flores  reported  that  Sewer  Operations  had  an  estimated 
backlog  of  600  spot  repairs  and  120  major  sewer  repairs  or  replacements 
pending. 
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He  noted  that  improvements  were  needed  in  sewer  operations  to  reduce  \ona 
term  expenses,  reduce  the  number  of  sewer  failures  and  respond  to  customers- 
requests  to  improve  the  system. 

Mr.  Flores  stated  that  the  lack  of  proactive  work,  manual  record  keeping 
shortage  in  equipment,  and  inadequate  sewer  capacity  were  identified  as 
weaknesses  of  sewer  operations.  Mr.  Flores  reported  that  staff  had  put 
together  several  proposals  to  address  these  problems.  Those  proposals  were- 
[1]  to  contract  with  outside  contractors  to  clean  and  televise  the  sewer  systems 
at  a  cost  of  $400,000.  (Mr.  Flores  stated  that  this  would  allow  staff  to  devote 
their  time  doing  proactive  work.)  [2]  computerize  the  management  of  the 
sewer  system  and  link  it  to  the  City's  GIS  system.  (Mr.  Flores  stated  that  the 
project  when  completed  would  cost  $125,000  for  software  and  $75,000  for 
hardware  plus  annual  systems  maintenance  cost.)  [3]  purchase  roiDotic 
inspection  cameras  to  inspect  smaller  sized  sewers  that  are  not  walkable,  and 
rehabilitate  existing  video  and  tv  cameras,  and  service  trucks;  and  [4]  conduct 
a  management  and  operational  audit.  He  said  that  having  outside  expertise 
was  valuable  in  assessing  the  system's  condition  and  obtaining  suggestions  on 
how  to  proceed  to  improve  it.

5,       Introduction  of  Old/Ongoing  Business  by  Commissioners 

Commissioner  Caen  asked  about  the  outcome  of  staffs  discussion  with  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  (HRC)  regarding  interview  and  selection  of  consultants.  Anson  B. 
Moran,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  stated  that  an  agreement  was  reached 
with  HRC  on  the  ability  of  panelists  involved  in  selecting  consultants  to  discuss 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  firms  before  making  their  final  scores.  Mr.  Moran 
stated  that  the  procedures  should  also  be  modified  and  circulated  for  HRC's  review 
before  the  agreement  is  put  into  effect.  Mr.  Robert  T.  Cockburn,  Manager,  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau,  stated  that  standard  contracting  procedures  will  be  scheduled  for 
Commission's  action  in  January. 

President  Makras  presented  a  plaque  to  Tony  Leone  in  appreciation  for  his  efforts  in 
the  passage  of  Propositions  A  and  B  and  his  continued  commitment  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.

Fieport  of  the  General  Manager 


a.  Budget  Status 

Mr.  Moran  advised  that  staff  was  preparing  three  versions  of  the  budget  request 
for  FY  1998-99.  One  would  be  based  on  zero  rate  increase;  the  second 
version  would  allow  a  rate  increase  limited  to  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (CPI); 
and  the  third  version  include  staffs  budget  recommendations. 

Mr.  Moran  noted  that  PUC  budget  meetings  were  scheduled  for  January  20, 
1998  and  February  3,  1998. 

President  Makras  directed  staff  to  prepare  five-year  rate  projections  so  that  the 
Commission  could  review  them  in  relation  to  the  overall  capital  improvement 
program  and  long  range  plans. 

b.  System  Modeling  Options 

This  item  was  continued  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission. 

c.  Watershed  Safety  Issues 

Carolyn  Jones,  Manager  of  the  PUC  Health  and  Safety  Program,  gave  a 
presentation  on  watershed  safety  using  electronic  media.  Ms.  Jones  showed 
photos  of  PUC  facilities  in  the  watershed  having  structural  problems  considered 
as  hazardous  to  watershed  employees  and  the  public.  She  noted  that  staff 
already  took  necessary  measures  to  correct  those  safety  hazards. 

Ms.  Jones  mentioned  the  need  to  have  two  watershed  keepers  work  together 
on  particular  sites  as  a  safety  precaution. 

Ms.  Jones  urged  the  continued  cooperative  effort  of  the  Commission,  the 
management  and  supervisors  and  employees  to  keep  the  workplace  safe. 

d.  Combined  Charities  Campaign 

Mr.  John  Mullane  reported  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  the  top 
contributing  department  to  the  Combined  Charities  Campaign.  Five  hundred 
PUC  employees  contributed  to  the  campaign. 

e.  Steve  Medbery  announced  that  the  Water  Pollution  Prevention  Program 
received  the  Water  Environment  Federation's  National  Public  Education  Award 
for  their  innovation  in  utilizing  business  marketing  techniques  to  increase  public 
awareness  in  water  pollution  issues  and  in  changing  individuals'  behavior  in 
proper  use  of  pesticide  and  motor  oil.

Pub/ic  Comments 


Nathan  Ratner  suggested  numbering  the  street  lights  in  the  City  so  that  the  public  mav 
be  able  to  accurately  report  a  street  light  problem.  Mr.  Ratner  also  commented 
regarding  the  quality  of  the  street  paving  work.  He  made  suggestions  on  how  the 
Residential  and  Users  Appeals  Board  may  become  more  effective.  In  response  to  Mr 
Ratner's  comments  President  Makras  directed  staff  to  write  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  regarding  street  paving  work.  He  also  directed  staff  of 
the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  &  Power  to  give  their  assessment  on  whether  the  light  poles 
should  be  numbered.  President  Makras  suggested  that  Mr.  Ratner  put  his 
recommendations  regarding  the  Residential  and  Users  Appeals  Board  in  writing. 

Robert  Lee,  Chairman  of  the  Residential  Users  Appeals  Board  (RUAB),  urged  the 
Commission  to  reassign  the  Sewer  Use  Charges  Section  from  the  Customer  Sen/ices 
Bureau  to  the  Bureau  of  Environmental  Regulation  and  Management.  President 
Makras  stated  that  it  would  be  inappropriate  for  the  Commission  to  become  involved  in 
employment  and  reassignment  issues. 

Vera  Hogan,  former  supervisor  at  the  Bureau  of  Environmental  Regulation  and 
Management  (BERM),  talked  about  the  operating  procedures  in  the  Sewer  Charges 
Section. 

Patrick  Skain  urged  the  Commission  to  consider  leasing  three  lots  adjacent  to  the 
Farmers  Market  to  the  Director  of  Weights  and  Measures  to  expand  the  existing  space 
for  the  Farmers  Market. 

Art  Jensen,  General  Manager,  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  reported  that 
BAWUA  sponsored  a  water  awareness  poster  contest.  He  gave  the  Commission 
copies  of  a  calendar  composed  of  pictures  of  the  winning  posters.

Authorizing  the  Customer  Service  Bureau  to  offer  Water  Department  customers  a  "pay 
by  phone"  option  utilizing  credit  cards  for  the  payment  of  water  and  sewer  bills;  and 
approving  the  convenience  fee  addendum. 

Commissioner  Caen  expressed  her  opposition  to  the  additional  convenience  fee  for 
utilizing  credit  cards  to  pay  water  and  sewer  bills.  John  Mullane,  Manager  of 
Customer  Service  Bureau,  stated  that  this  payment  option  has  value  to  some  of  the 
department's  customers  as  another  way  to  pay  their  water  and  sewer  bills.  Mr. 
Mullane  stated  that  the  convenience  fee  covers  the  cost  of  the  service.  He  added  that 
other  utilities  like  Los  Angeles  Water  &  Power  offer  this  type  of  service. 
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Commissioner  Cook  expressed  support  for  the  project. 


Commissioner  Caen  requested  staff  to  collect  information  regarding  the  experience  of 
other  utility  companies  on  the  "pay  by  phone"  service  and  how  their  customers  reacted 
to  the  system.  Mr.  Mullane  stated  that  the  Los  Angeles  Water  &  Power  indicated  that 
they  received  positive  response  to  the  service  even  with  the  additional  fee  imposed 
upon  them. 

President  Makras  stated  that  he  would  not  support  the  proposal  due  to  the  additional 
fee  that  would  be  charged  for  the  service.  He  said  that  he  would  like  to  keep  the 
water  and  sewer  bills  at  the  lowest  cost  for  PUC  customers.  Mr.  Moran  noted  that  the 
convenience  fee  would  show  up  on  the  credit  card  bill  rather  than  the  water  bill. 
President  Makras  suggested  looking  into  other  payment  packages  and  finding  the 
smartest  option  for  customers.  He  directed  staff  to  provide  a  report  with  a  full  range  of 
options  including  the  total  amount  of  bad  debts.

Ann  Carey  of  the  PUC's  Bureau  of 
Finance  responded  that  it  could  provide  bond  issuance  types  of  services-  however 
PUC  needs  an  intemal  financial  advisor  to  provide  other  financial  services  such  as" 
implementing  a  commercial  paper  program,  providing  advice  on  debt  instruments  and 
performing  rate  projection  work.  Also  there  is  a  timing  issue  because  the  contract  for 
the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Finance  has  shorter  duration  and  we  need 
financial  advisory  services  for  bond  sales  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

Commissioner  Caen  asked  whether  there  was  a  possibility  of  joining  forces  with  other 
City  agencies  to  use  the  same  financial  advisors.  Ms.  Carey  stated  that  it  may  not  be 
possible  since  each  department  has  different  needs  and  different  authorities  for 
issuing  debts  and  bond  issues. 

President  Makras  commented  that  the  proposed  cost  of  $50,000  to  $75,000  to 
prepare  a  wastewater  financial  plan  was  high.  He  suggested  exploring  a  fixed  fee  for 
the  financial  advisory  services  based  on  costs  rather  than  on  the  volume  of  bonds 
issued.  President  Makras  indicated  that  he  recognized  the  need  for  the  services  of  a 
financial  advisor  but  he  would  like  to  retain  their  services  at  a  smarter  price  Mr 
Moran  suggested  amending  the  Request  for  Proposals  to  indicate  our  interest  in  non- 
traditional  fee  arrangements.

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Commissioner  Cook  moved  to  approve  staffs  recommendation  based  on  the  reduced 
pnce.  The  revised  bid  was  approximately  $150,000  that  includes  removal  of  existing 
roofs,  new  roofing  with  composition  shingle  material,  downspout  and  an  allowance  of
